The value of egg albumen as food in 
sertain diseased conditions is pointed 
oat by Dr. C. E. Boynton. 
When fever 
I* present and appetite is nil, he says, 
when we want an aseptic article of 
diet, the white of an egg raw serves 
both as food and medicine. The way to 
give it is to drain off the albumen from 
an opening about half an iuch in diam­ 
eter at the sm all end of the egg, the 
yolk remaining inside the shell. Add a 
little salt to this and direct the patient 
to swallow it. 
Repeat every hour or 
two. In typhoid fever this mode of feed­ 
ing materially helps us in carrying out 
an antiseptic plan of treatment. 
Fur­ 
thermore, tho albumen to a certain ex­ 
tent may antidote the toxiues of the 
disease. 
Patients may at first rebel at 
the idea of eating a “ raw” egg, but the 
quickness with w hich it goes down 
without the yolk proves it to be less 
disagreeable than they supposed, and 
they aro very ready to take a second 
dose.—Pacific Medical Journal.

There are a thousand things that 
threaten the well being and even the 
life of every tree aud shrub aud lowly 
herb. Too much heat or too little works 
great harm to plants. 
Then there ase 
all manner of wasting diseases caused 
by other tiny plants called fungi and 
bacteria Many large animals, aa horses 
and cows and sheep, live by grazing the 
herbage and grass or browsing the foli­ 
age of trees aud shrubs. Of course they 
greatly injure the plants they feed upon 
aud therefore many plants are In one 
way or another protected against such 
attacks. 
Did you ever stop to think why this­ 
tles are so w ell armed with sharp prick­ 
les or why the ugly roadside nettles a w 
furnished with stinging hairs? Notice 
cattle grazing in a field where thistles 
or nettles grow 
See how careful they 
are to let those disagreeable 
plants 
alone That is the reasou for the stings 
and the spines 
See this honey locust 
tree bristling with its horrid array of 
three pointed thorns. 
What animal is 
brave enough to try to rob it of Its 
leaves or g n a t pod<Y Hawthorns, too, 
aud rosebushes and blackberry brief* 
all have their sharp iittlo swords and 
daggers to defend themselves against 
browsing anim ala 
Out on the wide. bot deserts of Ari* 
souu and New Mexico those odd plants, 
the cactuses, grow in great nom bere. 
Borne of them take strange shapes— tall, 
fluted colum ns, brunching candelabra or 
m*re round balls, like the m elon caotua 
Th©}’ ar© alm ost the only plauts that grow 
in some parts of that country, aud there bs 
alw ays plenty of rap lumde their tough 
skins. 
To the hungry aud thirsty crea­

Tho way to 
give it is to drain off the albumen from 
an opening about half an iuoh in diam­ 
eter at the small end of the egg, the 
yolk remaining inside the shell. Add a 
little salt to this and direct the patient 
to swallow it. 
Repeat every hour or 
two. In typhoid fever this mode of feed­ 
ing materially helps us in carrying out 
an antiseptic plan of treatment.

Then came the practice of 
the governor of each state naming a day 
for general thanksgiving. These at first 
were not co inc id* ut, but the beautiful 
Custom has prevailed for a considerable 
time, and doubtless will prevail for ages 
to come, of tho president, appointing 
such a day, generally the last Thursday 
in Nove mber, to which the governor of 
each state assents by naming the same 
day.

Of course they were bled and physicked 
to the last degree. 
They used to make 
ap part mg or ela.-vs and go to a retreat, 
where they would all be inoculated for 
smallpox—not vaccinated, but inocu­ 
lated with the real disease. 
There they 
“ broke out" together, had the fever to­ 
gether, sweat together, scaled off to­ 
gether, aud many a love affair sprang 
up amid such highly unromantic cir­ 
cumstances. 
The greatest of all trials, one would 
think, was the way the neighbors all 
got into tile sickroom aud prayed all 
day long. 
It was no good the poor 
badgered creature telling them to hold 
their tongues aud to let him alaite. 
They kept at him till he told them to 
pray, and they fairly hectored him into 
heaven. 
But they had glorious times at fu­ 
nerals. They must have all got tight as 
drums from tho amount of liquor they 
drank.

Of course they 
greatly injure the plants they feed upon 
and therefore many plants are In one 
way or another protected against such 
attacks. 
Did yon ever stop to think why this­ 
tles are so well armed with sharp prick­ 
les or why the ugly roadside nettle® a## 
furnished with stinging hairs? Notice 
cattle grazing in a field where thistle# 
or nettles grow 
See how careful they 
are to let those disagreeable 
plants 
alone. That is the reason for the wrings 
aud th*; ft pines 
Bee this honey locust 
tree bristitug with its horrid array of 
three pointed thorns. 
What animal i® 
brave enough to try to rob it of Its 
loaves or great pods? Hawthorns, too, 
aud rosebushes aud blackberry brier® 
all have their sharp little sword® and 
daggers to defend themselves against 
browsing animala 
Out on the wide, hot deserts of Ari­ 
zona aud New Mexico those odd plant®, 
the cactuses, grow in great numbers. 
Some of them take strange shapes—ta ll 
fluted columns, branching candelabra or 
more round balls, like the melon canto®. 
They are almost the only plants that grow 
in some parts of that country, aud there la 
always plenty of rap iuside their tough 
skiu.-i 
To the hungry aud thirsty crea­ 
tures that roam those dreary wastes in 
search of food and water they ar# very 
tempting 
Were they uot in some way 
protected these cactuses would soon be 
entirely destroyed, but uature has mad© 
them to be like strong forts or great 
armored battleships among plants. They 
are guarded by all sorts of sharp spin## 
and prickles aud fine hairs that bum 
when they get into toe flesh.

The value of egg albumen as food in 
eertaiu diseased conditions is pointed 
<«t by Dr. Cl. E. Boynton. 
When fever 
is present and appetite is nil, he says, 
when we want an aseptic article of 
diet, the white of an egg raw serves 
both as food aud medicine. The way to 
give it is to drain off the albumen from 
an opening about half an inch in diam­ 
eter at the small end of the egg, the 
yolk remaining inside the shell. Add a 
little salt to this and direct the patient 
to swallow it. 
Hepcat every hour or 
two. In typhoid fever this mode of feed­ 
ing m aterially helps us in carrying out 
nu antiseptic plan of treatment. F u r­ 
thermore, tho albumen to a certain ex­ 
tent may antidote the toxiues of the 
disease. 
Patients may at first rebel at 
the idea of eating a “ raw ” egg, but the 
quickness with which it goes down 
without the yolk proves it to be less 
disagreeable than (hey supposed, and 
they are very ready to take a second 
dose.—Pacific Medical Journal.
